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Highland football field 
defaced, Colts suspected

Highland High School fell victim to “a sens 
less act that will cause permanent damage to their 
football field,” according to Cottonwood princi- 
pal Mike Bennett. 

In the early hours on Septem- 
ber 14, Highland’s field was 
doused with diesel fuel in an intri- 


the roots at least a foot under the ground, mean- 
ing that the soil in the field is unfit to ever grow 
grass again. The field will bear Cottonwood’s 
initials until the end of the year. Then the soil 
will need to be dug up.and replaced, and new 
sod will need to be laid from the 25 yard line to 
the opposite 25 yard line, and from midfield to 
the sidelines. The cost will run anywhere from 
$1,000 to $5,000, a bill that, if the 
guilty party is not caught, will 
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the destroyed field. 

“It was well planned and 
very uniform,” Highland principal 
Charles Shackett said. “It must 
have taken hours.” Anyone who 
has seen the writing, before it was 
camouflaged for the September 15 
game between the two schools, would have to 
agree. The word “Colts” is written vertically be- 
tween the sidelines and the midfield on the left- 
side of the field, and spans across from the 25 yard 
to the 30 yard lines. Cottonwood’s initials, “CHS,” 
stretch from one 30 yard line to the other, written 
horizontally between the midfield and sideline. 
Following the “CHS” on the right side of the field 
is written “Colts,” identical to that writing on the 
left. Each letter is uniform in width and spacing, 
creating a design that fills nearly half of the field. 

The words were spelled out with diesel fuel. 
So much fuel was used that at noon that day, the 
entire field still reeked of fumes. Diesel fuel kills

both his and Mr, Shackett’s fears 
of retaliation by Highland’s stu- 
dent body, which could result in 
a strong rivalry.

“The only retaliating they'll 
be doing is on the field,” he commented, Brock 
Jackman, Cottonwood’‘s SBO President and var- 
sity football player, is equally convinced the van- 
dalism was not done by Cottonwood’s football 
team, commenting that the players have too much 
respect for the game and for players of all schools. 

At our deadline, the guilty person or per- 
sons were yet to be discovered, and the adminis- 
tration is offering a $200 reward for information 
leading to the discovery of the perpetrators.

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Senate Government creates ‘good’ school environment

“One of our main goals 
this year is to enforce the past 
and present laws that the 
Senate and Executive Coun- 
cil have passed,” says Cot- 
tonwood High School Senate 
President Amanda Hughes. 
In order to do this, Amanda 
says that they will have to 
inform the student body of 
the laws that exist through 
KOLT News, the Goyern- 
mental Report, and other 
means. 

Many students at Cot- 


tonwood don’t have any 
idea of what Cottonwood’s 
Senate is or does. Bills are 
written by one or more of the 
fifteen Senators within the 
Senate. The 1995-1996 senior 
Senate members are: 
Amanda Hughes, Heather 
Beasely, Nicole Hooper, 
Daniel Wimber, Daniel Gibb, 
and Laura Kirk; and the jun- 
ior Senate members are 
Stephen Clayson, Shauna 
Hansen, Amber Chrisholm, 
Kristi Chandler, and 
Michelle Galke. The sopho- 
more Senate members have 
not yet been elected. The 
Senate then debates the bills 


as a body and either passes 
or rejects by a two-thirds 
majority vote, 

If the bill passes, it is 
taken to Executive Council, 
which consists of the “Stu- 
dent Body President, Senate 
President, Vice President, 
Secretary, Historian, Com- 
munication Coordinator, the 
Associated Students of Cot- 
tonwood, and the three Class 
Presidents,” according to 
Article I, Section 9, of the 
Constitution of Cottonwood 
High School. If the bill is in 
Executive Council, it then 
returns to the Senate. If the 
Senate passes the bill by a 


two-thirds majority vote 
again, it then goes to the 
principal for his approval or 
veto. If the bill passes Execu- 
tive Council, it then goes to 
the principal for his approval 
or veto. If the bill is ap- 
proved by the principal, it 
becomes law, meaning that it 
will go into effect and should 
be followed by the Student 
Government and student- 
body. 

Last year, many bills 
passed through the Senate 
and Executive Council. One 
of these bills was to reorga- 
nize the way in which Actiy- 
ity Cards are distributed. 


This calls for a temporary 
activity card to be issued at 
registration. This will give 
the Student Body Officers 
enough time to separate the 
activity cards into groups to 
be distributed by English 
teachers. 

Why haven’t any of the 
above bills been enacted? 
“Bither they haven’t been 
enforced and the student 
body hasn’t been made 
aware of them, or Mr. 
Bennett hasn't approved or 
vetoed the bills,” stated 
Amanda. “We can’t call for

SARAJEVO - N.A.T.O. contin- 
ues their air-strikes against the Serb 
military in and around the Sarajevo 
area. The objective; to drive the 
Serbs out. Early last week the U.N. 
voted unanimously to begin the at- 
tack against the Serbs using bomb- 
ers from several Western European 
countries; they will soon receive 
machinery and Tomahawk missiles 
from the US,, the same type of Toma- 
hawk missiles used in the Persian 
Gulf War. The attacks come as civil- 
ians in and around the Sarajevo area 
have been baracaded in the city by 
the heavily armed Serb outposts for 
almost two years now. The citizens 
of the city welcomed the news with 
rejoicing, buta slight air of hesitence, 
because of the many failed cease- 
fires negotiated by the U.N. 

All of the operations to destroy 
the Serb communications and sup-

France Tests Nuclear Arms

The French government is con- 
cting nuclear testing in the South 
in French Polynesia. France 
is deeply concerned that Russia, or 
any other unstable country, may be 
taken over by extremists who may 
engage in nuclear terrorism. France 
says this is why they must conduct 
The President of France, 
Jacques Chirac, has said that the 
nuclear weapons are “absolutely in- 
dispensable” and are necessary to 
French security. As a result, the 
French government will conduct six 
or seven more tests within the next 
eight months. 

This latest testing has ended a 
three year agreement between the 
world nuclear powers to not conduct 
any kind of nuclear test. (The excep- 
tion is China, who conducted a 
nuclear test last month.] The first of 
the underground tests was carried 
out on Tuesday, September 6, 1995. 
The testing should end around 
May, 1996. After that time, President 
Chirac promises to signa global test- 
ban treaty, according to the Associ- 
ated Press. 

The U.S. has voiced its opinion 
on the matter, but has not taken any 
action. According to the Salt Lake 
Tribune, a White House official has 
said they “regret France's decision to 
test nuclear bombs,” and want all 
nuclear powers, including France, to 


“refrain from further tests.” 

The French nuclear testing 
caused people to riot in Papeete, Ta- 
hiti, which is one of the closest in- 
hibited islands to the test site at 
Mururoa Atoll. There have been 
many confrontations between pro- 
testers and the local government. 
Protesters blocked the main airport 
in Papeete. They threw stones at the 
airport and set fire to parts of it. Pro- 
testers burned French flags. 
Greenpeace members were arrested 
by the French military for trying to 
stop the testing around Mururoa 
Atoll. 

There have been many “anti- 
nuke” rallies around the world pro- 
testing France's decision. Three mil- 
lion people across the world have 
signed petitions to stop the testing. 
Many countries are threatening to 
boycott French exports as France's 
European neighbors have. They are 
boycotting France's important wine 
industry. On the other hand, Aus- 
tralia is also protesting the nuclear 
testing, but they are still currently 
selling uranium (a major ingredient 
for nuclear weapons) to France. 

France will continue its nuclear 
testing for several months, even 
though numerous countries and mil- 
lions of people are crying for France 
to stop. Riots, rallies, demonstra- 
tions, and hard criticism have not 
stopped them yet. However, boy- 
cotts may economically force France 
to come to terms.

In the Tuesday showing of 
CNN, Mladic declared, “...Jeaving 
Sarajevo would be like surrendering, 
and I would rather die than 
surrender...the West cannot win this 
war. It is like the new Vietnam...we 
have the advantage... every time 
they bomb us, we only get stronger, 
and then soon the West will leave 
Bosnia like a dog with its tail be- 


shocking announcement. On the 
day the committee voted, when 
asked by CNN if he ruled out resig- 
nation, Packwood replied, “Yes, I 
do.” 

Packwood was expelled for 
three main reasons; trying to alter his 
diaries and withholding them from 
the committee; committing sexual 
misconduct continually during his 
27 year career; and, trying to get his 
wife a job through connections with 


tween its legs.” 

Such harsh words brought an- 
ger, not only from the U.N. com- 
mander Bernard Janvier, who is ne- 
gotiating with Mladic, but also the 
many Muslims and Croats who in- 
habit nearby towns. They heard the 
horror stories of Mladic’s “ethnic- 
cleansing” campaigns, expelling all 
non-Serbs from towns, and in most 
cases, sending them to concentration 
camps or to be executed. 

In the latest series of talks, the 
Serbs came to an agreement with the 
U.N., Croats, and Muslim Slavs to 
split the area of Bosnia in half. Al- 
ready, arguments are sparking as to 
which half the Serbs or Muslims will 
receive. NATO plans to continue 
with the air-strikes until Cmdr, 
Mladic’s men and machinery leave 
Sarajevo for good. What Cmdr. 
Mladic doesn’t know is that with 
powerful attacks coming ahead, and 
lack of support coming from the gov- 
ernment of Serbia, the only way out 
for him may be in a pine box.

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China

First Lady Hillary Rodham 
Clinton addressed the United Na- 
tions Fourth Annual World Confer- 
ence on Women in Beijing, China. 
Mrs. Clinton’s September 5 re 
marks were predicted by analysts 
to mend the strained ties between 
the U.S. and China, but the First 
Lady instead attacked China for its 
human rights violations. 

The uproar about Mrs. 
Clinton’s speech focused on her in- 
direct attacks on the Chinese gov- 
ernment for its abuse of govern- 
ment dissidents and for the lack of 
women’s reproductive rights, 
among other things. The First 
Lady’s speech was a clarion for 
human rights. She chastised the 
Chinese government for its heavy- 
handed police interference in the 
conference. Mrs. Clinton com- 
mented, “Tragically, women are 
most often the ones whose human 
rights are violated,” in the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor. “I believe...it 
is time to break the silence...human 
rights are women’s rights and 
women’s rights are human rights,” 
she concluded. Analysts believe 
Mrs. Clinton's comments will fur- 
ther push Chinese and U.S. prob- 
lematic relations. Most consider 
her criticism “a new irritant at a 
time when the Chinese had been 
hoping her presence would help 
ease strained relations.” 

Mrs. Clinton’s remarks were 
primarily response to points of in- 
terest from the Conference. There 
were several complications for the 
conference. Many women could 
not attend the First Lady’s speech 
because the Chinese government 
restricted entry and turned hun- 
dreds away. Delegates were also 
not allotted enough hotel rooms, 
and many could not get visas to 
attend in the first place. In re- 
sponse to this, there were several 
upheavals. Clinton responded to 
this by saying, “I know you have 
had to endure severe frustrations 
to be here...For many, getting here 
was far from easy... You did not 
give up—you didn’t stay away.” 
Women activists marched de- 
manding an end to U.S. imperial- 
ism, and nuclear testing. 

Most, however, were 
happy to see Mrs. Clinton there 
and representing, their struggles 
and strife.

Attorney Mary Woodhead, 
whose area of expertise includes 
copyrights, said that perm 
must always be gained for 


plays and other such productions, 
Attorney David Fonda, whose 
area of expertise also includes copy- 
rights, said that use of movie clips 
or music in student productions 
could be argued as legal, on the ba- 
sis that it is shown in school for non- 
profit and arguably educational pur- 
poses. He also suggested that the 


movie clips may actually be an ad- 
vantage to copyright holders be- 
cause it may entice the students to 
whom these clips are exposed to buy 
the copyrighted material. Still, he 
advised that permission should be 
sought. 

Whatare the con- 
sequences of copyright 
violations? If people or 
organizations violate 
copyright laws, they 
can be sued in federal 
court, and end up pay- 
ing, the plaintiff's law- 
yer fees, statutory 
damages (which can 

amount to fifty thousand dollars), 
and actual damages (profit lost by 
copyright owners). 

Though most student produc- 
tions are probably exempt from copy- 
right laws due to conditions in the 
Fair Use Act, perhaps students and 
school organizations should seek 
permission, just to be safe.

Is Capital Punishment the way to go?

Capital punishment, or execu- 
tion, is the most severe form of pun- 
ishment available in today’s society, 
and can only be levied upon crimi- 
nals convicted of first degree mur- 
der or treason. The death sentence 
is available and should be given to 
those deserving of such a harsh sen- 
tence. Opponents to capital punish- 
ment say, “What gives us the right 
to decide who should live and who 
should die?” We 
were given the 
right when the 
offender de- 
cided, for what- 
ever reason, that 
committing 
murder was the thing to do, and we 
were given the right when our gov- 
ernment sat down and decided to 
make laws, and to enforce those 
laws. When a murderer is going to 
be forcing his will upon us, when we 
could be the next victims to his in- 
sanity, that is when we are given the 
right to decide his fate. 

Critics of the death penalty also 
say that life imprisonment should be 
punishment enough, and the crimi- 
nal isn’t going to be released to kill

again. While that may be so, itis also 
true that life, even one spent behind 
bars, is more than was afforded that 
person’s victim. In the novel Crime 
and Punishment by Dostoevsky, there 
is a section that says, “... man con- 
demned to death will think or say, 
one hour before his death that if he 
were made to live on a height some- 
where, ... and he were surrounded 
by abysses, ... and had to remain 
there ... for a lifetime, a thousand 
years, eternity ... still he'd rather live 
that way than die at that moment!” 
Yet even such an awful life as the one 
described here is 
more than the 
criminal de- 
serves, because 
it is still better 
than that offered 


to his victim. 

Another thing people 
should think about is how they 
would feel knowing that the person 
responsible for the death of someone 
dear to them was still alive, while 
their loved ones lie molding in their 
grave. If for no other reason than 
that the victim’s family deserves jus- 
tice, people should be executed 
when convicted by a jury of their 
peers of such a heinous crime as 
murder.

“Why do we kill people who kill 
people to show that killing people is 
wrong?” slogan for.the National Coa- 
lition to Abolish the Death Penalty 

Capital punishment. Two 
words that have the power when 
uttered to bring on heated argu- 
ments of right and wrong. Should 
convicted murderers be executed? Is 
the death penalty a fair way to pun- 
ish convicted murderers? In real life 
do two wrongs make a right? The 
answer to all of 
the above ques- 
tions is no. 

The death 
penalty does 
nothing to deter 
crime and obviously does nothing to 
rehabilitate the convicted criminal; in 
fact, states that have abolished the 
death penalty actually have lower 
average murder rates than in states 
that still use it. This not only leads 
us to believe that the death penalty 
is inefficient at best, but proves that 
it may even border on useless. 

Of course, the fact that capital 
punishment doesn’t work is beside 
the point. One of the largest prob- 
lems with our system of corporal 
punishment is that it is clearly racist 
and unfair. Only one out of 100 con- 
victed murderers are sentenced to 
death, and that one person most 
likely received the death penalty for 
murdering a white person. Since 
1976, 84% of people executed in the 
United States have been killed after 
murdering a white person, even 
though almost half of all homicide 
victims are African-American. On 
top of that, minorities and the poor 
are more likely to be sentenced to 
death than a white person who com- 
mitted a similar crime. What kind 
of message does that convey to the

people of our country, that the life of 
a white person is of more value than 
that of somebody who is not? Ac- 
cording to statistics, yes. 

A standard argument in favor 
of capital punishment is that a per- 
son who takes a life needs to be pun- 
ished and that killing them is the 
most effective way to do so. While 
it is true that murderers need to be 
punished, is death the most effective 
way? Wouldn't it make much more 
sense to force them to spend their 
entire life in prison to reflect on what 
they have done? This will often be 
answered citing 
problems of 
cost, which are 
totally distorted 
and untrue, The 
cost of a single 
captial murder case from arrest to ex- 
ecution is three to ten times more 
expensive than simply sentencing an 
individual to life without parole. 

Finally, the death penalty is 
wrong. From day one, everybody is 
taught that two wrongs don’t make 
aright. To turn around and blatantly 
destroy that ideal is to destroy the 
very fabric that our moral lives are 
built upon, This thought is echoed 
by nearly every religious denomina- 
tion in the U.S., and is most clearly 
stated by the U.S. Catholic Confer- 
ence of Bishops who stated, “The 
infliction of the death penalty extin- 
guishes possibilities for reform and 
rehabilitation for the person ex- 
ecuted as well as the opportunity for 
the criminal to make some creative 
compensation for the evil he or she 
has done...Abolition sends a message 
that we can break the cycle of vio- 
lence, that we need not take life for 
life, that we can envisage more hu- 
man and more hopeful and effective 
responses to the growth of violent 
crime.”
